The Court's opinion is of special interest to 
the Bureau as it concerns Federal Grand Jury procedure 
and Court compulsion of handwriting exemplars in Bureau 
cases. 

I I under subpoena, refused to provide hand- 

vriting exemplars to the September, 1971, Grand Jury, 

Northern District of Illinois, on 9/23 and 9/28/71* The 
Grand Jury was investigating possible violations of the 
conspiracy statute (Title 18, U* S. C., Section 371) and 
TFIS statute (Title 18, U. S. C., Section 659). The 
Governraent petitioned the Co urt, supported by FBI affidavit, 
for an order directine l I to furnish such exemplars . 

The Court considered t he affi davit in camera and issued 
the order on 9/28/71. I k efused to obey the Court b6 

order, was held in contempt, and committed to the custody ]b/c 

of the U. S. Marshal, NDI, until such time as the order 
is obeyed. 

I l contends the order constituted an unreasonable 
search and seizure under the 4th Amendment and that the Court's 
ex parte procedure of in camera examination of the 
affidavit denied him due process of iaw under the 5th 
Amendment. The Court opinion deals with two issues; 
the procedure the Government must follow in attempting to 
demonstrate that the proposed seizure of exemplars is 
reasonable; and secondly, the content of the reasonableness 
showing necessary to obtain a Court order. 

AUSA I I Chicago, Illinois, 

advised SA | rz/'J/7i tnat the USA's Office, NDI, 

is taking this case up with the Department of Justice 
and desires authorization to petition the Supreme Court 
for certiorari and possible consideration with the case 
of In Re DIONISIO, 442 F. 2d 276 (7th Cir., 1971) now 
pending petition for certiorari before the U. S. Supreme 
Court. 

Chicago will follow appeal status and advise 
the Bureau.

Cummings, Circuit Judge. Pnrsnant to a grand jnry 
snbpoena, petitioner appeared before the September 1971 
Grand Jnry in the Northern District of IUinois on Sep- 
tember 23 and 28, 1971. The Grand Jury was investigating 
possible violations of tbe conspiracv provision of the 
Criminal Code (1S U.S.C. ^ 371) and of the provision 
proscribing thefts of interstate shipments (18 U.S.C. $ 
659). The Government advised petitioner that he was a 
potential defendant in that investigation. On both oc- 
casions, he was directed by the foreman of the Grand 
Jury to furnish handwriting and printmg exemplars to 
its designated agent, but he refnsed to do so on çonstitu- 
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tional grounds. After considering the Governinent f s peti- 
tion for a conrt order directing Mara to fnrnish snch 
exemplars of his handwriting and printing as the Grand 
Jnrv deemed necessary, and after considering in camera 
an affidavit of FBI Special Agent AVilliam L. Bnchanan, 
the district conrt ordered Mara to fnrnish the exemplars 
to the Grand Jnry, obvionsly agreeing with the IJnited 
States Attornev that this was “essential and necessary” 
to the Grand Jnry's investigation in order to detennine 
whcther petitioner was “the author of ccrtain writings.” 
Later that day Mara refused to ohey the courBs order 
and was therefore adnudged in contempt and committed 
to the cnstody of the United States Marshal for the JSforth- 
ern District of IHinois “nntil such time as said respondent 
shad obev said order.” 

On appeal, petitioner’s principal argument is that the 
order directing him to furnish thc exemplars constituted 
an rmrcasonabift 'search and seizure within the meaning 
of the Fourth Amendment. 1 TJnder our opinion in 7 n re 
Dionisio, 442 F.2d 276 (7th Cir. 1971) (per curiam ), 2 it is 
plain that compelling petitioner to furnish exemplars 
of his handwriting and printing is forbidden bv the 
Fonrth Amendment unless the Government has complied 
with its reasonableness requirement, 3 and that the present 
proceeding is not a premature challenge. Specifically. this 
appeal raises two issnes necessarily generated by Dionisio. 
The first eoncems the procedure the Government must 
follow in attempting to demonstrate that the proposed 
seizure of the exemplars is reasonable. The second focuses 
on the content of the reasonableness showing necessarv 
to obtain the order songht beIow. 

To show reasonableness, the Goveriunent submitted the 
aforementioned affidavit of Agent Bnchanan m camera 
to the district. conrt. The affidavit was then impounded 
without being sbown to petitioner or his connsel. Peti- 
tioner challenges the adequacy of this secretive, ex parte 
procedure as nullifying his Fourth Amendment rights and 

1 Although petitioner also relies on the Fifth and Sixth Amendments,

so deficient under the due process elanse of the Fifth 
Amendment. 

Xn onr vie\v, to justify the reasonableness of a request 
to furnish handwriting and printing exemplars to the 
Grand Jury, the Government mnst show reasonablertess 
by presenting its affidavit in open eourt in order that 
petitioner may contest its sufficiency. Cf. Vniied States 
v. Roth, 391 F.2d 507 (7th Cir. 1967). This will accord 
with the traditional preference for adversary proceedings 
as the superior means for attaining justice under our 
system of criminal justice. Alderman v. Vnited States, 
394 TJ.S. 165, 183; Dennis v. Vnited States, 384 U.S. 855, 

873- 875. As the Supreme Court has stated in a related 
context, “[ajdversary proceedings * * * will substantially 
reduce [the] incidence [of error] by guarding against 
the possibility that the trial judge, through lack of time 
or unfamiliarity with the information, obtained and sug- 
gested by the [ip '.camera] materials, vrill be unable to 
provide the scrutiny which the Fourth Amendment’s 
exclusionary rule demands.” AlcLerman v. Vnited Sfates, 
supra at 184; see also Dennis v. Vnited States, supra at 

874- 875. 

It is true, of course, that arrest or search warrants 
normally issue from an .e% parte proceeding in which a 
“neutral and detached” magistrate is the only initial 
bnffer between government and citizen. Aguilar v. Texas, 
378 U.S. 108, 110-111; Johnson v. Vmted States, 333 U.S. 
10, 13-14. But that procedure provides no analogy for the 
proper constitutional requisite in the present context. 
The term “reasonable” as used in the Fourth Amendment, 
like “due process” in the Fifth, demands a measure of 
constitutional sufficiency whieh varies rvith the situation 
presented. In the wan*ant situation, diffieulties of locating 
a suspect or possessor of evidenee, the problems of appre- 
hension,, the destruetibility of evidence, the need for 
promptness to protect the public against violenee and to 
prevent repetition of criminal conduct necessitate the 
ex parte nature of the warrant issuance proeeeding. How- 
ever, none of these considerations ordinarily underlies 
a petition to force complianee with a grand jury request 
for exemplars. Apart froiu the argument based on the 
need for secrecy of grand jnry proceedings (discussed 
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infra), the United States has failed to show how disclosure 
of its affidavit in an adversary liearing would significantly 
impair the administration of criminal justice. On the 
contrary, there is a u growing realization that disclosure, 
rather than snppression, of relevant materials ordinarily 
promotes the proper administration of criminal justice.” 
Dcnnis v. United States, supra at 870; see also XJnited 
States v. Amdbile, 395 F.2d 47, 53 (7th Cir. 1968), certio- 
rari denied, 401 XJ.S. 924. 

More important, nnlike the warrant situation where the 
accnsed nfilj have an opportnnity to contest the sufficiency 
of the warrant on a motion to suppress before he may 
be tried and imprisoned (Federal Rules of Criminal 
Procedure 41 (e); Giordenello v. Vnited States, 357 U.S. 
480, 484), here failtire to a]low the witness effectively 
to oppose the Ggvernment’s petition has resnlted in an 
indefinite inearceration for an nnchallengeable reason. 
We eannot condone such manifest unfairness. 

The Government argnes that the hearing on its petition 
to enforce the grand jnry 7 s direction must be ex parte 
rather than adversary in nature in order to protect the 
secrecy of grand jury proceedings. By now it should be 
apparent that “grand jnry secrecy” is no magical incanta- 
tion making everytliing connected with the grand jury J s 
investigation somehow untouchable. Demiis v. United 
States, sicpm at S68-S73; Vnited Stales v. Amabile, supra 
at 53. However, even aceording the secreey privilege the 
broadest justifiable scojje, disclosure of the present 
affidavit would not treneli upon its houndaries. 

We have examined the affidavit and find that it does 
not recount proceedings hefore the grand jurv. Rather, 
it states the resnlts the Government derived from its own 
investigation and then presented to the grand jury. Thus 
disclosure liere cannot he said to diseourage the grand 
jurors from engaging in uninhibited investigation, full 
discussion, and conscientious voting. Since he is requesting 
the disclosure, certainly Mara could not be heard to 
object that the affidavit might reveal disparaging informa- 
tion about him. Moreover, he has been advised that he is a 
potential defendant so that the Government cannot con- 
vincingly contend that divulging the material in the affi- 
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davit would precipitate his flight from prosecution. In any 
case, the Giovernment is well aware of the means at its 
disposal to prevent escape^ Finally, the affidavit does not 
appear to contain information elicited from eomplainants 
and witnesses before the grand jury. Where anonymity is 
necessarv to prevent intimidation or jjreserve sonrces of 
information, deletion of the witnesses J identity may he 
permitted under the proper standards of trustworthiness 
and reliability. See Jones v. Vnited States, 362 U.S. 257, 
271-272; liugendorj v. 'United States , 376 U.S. 528, 533; 
Aguilar v. Texas , supra at 114; Spinelli v. Vnited States, 
393 tl.S. 4X0, 415-419; United States v. Harris, 403 U.S. 
573. 

Uisciosure of the affidavit in open court is particnlarly 
appropriate where, as here, the information contained 
therein is the fruit of the Government’s own investigatory 
activity and does noj hear the imprint of the grand jury’s 
independent initiative. Such disclosure should serve to 
curtail any attempt to circumvent the reqnirements of the 
Fourth Amendment by interposing the grand jury between 
it and the citizen under investigation. In re Dionisio, 
supra at 280-281; United States v. Bailey , supra at 803. 
We conclude that disclosure of informafcion no t elearly 
under the veil of grand jury secrecy is needed to proteet 
citizens from infringement of their Fourth Amendment 
rights through abuse of the grand jury process. 

The Government sometimes may be unable to carry 
its burden of showing reasonableness in open eourt with- 
out jeopardizing the values that grand jury secrecy is 
meant to protect. In such rare instances, the Government 
may properly approach the court to preserve the con- 
fidentiality of those portions of the affidavit which ought 
not be exposed. We are confident that xn deciding what 
matters may be withheld, the district court will be guided 
not by a blind obeisanee to grand jury secrecy but solely 
by the purposes whicli are truly served by this privilege. 
Dennis v. United States , supra at 872, note 18; see Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure 6(e). 

4 If the Government has probable cause to believe that disclosure 
of its afñdavit in an adversary proceeding will precipitate the disappear- 
ance of the witness, it may procure a material witness arrest warrant. See 
Bacan v. United States, .... F.2d 40 U.S.L,W. 2219 (9th Cir. 1971). 
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The s'ubstantive showmg that the Government mnst 
make to jnstify the order it seeks is that the grand ;)'ury J s 
direction to furnish exemplars is “reasonahlc.” Jn re 
Dionisio, supra at 280-281. Reasonableness in tliis context 
is not necessarily synonymous with probabJe canse. 6 Like 
the reasonableness requirement applied to a grand jury 
subpoena to produce documentary evidence, a reasonable 
direetion to furnish exemplars requires that the Govern- 
ment’s affidavit show that the grand jury investigation 
was properly authorized, for a pnrpose Congress can 
order, that the information sought is relevant to the 
inquiry, and that the grand jury s request for exemplars 
is “adequate, but not excessive, for the purposes of the 
relevant inquiry.” Oklahoma Press Pvblishvng Co. v. 
Walling, 327 U.S. 186, 209. Because a request for ex- 
emplars is distinguishable from a subpoena duces tecum 
— indeed it is a un igne phenomenon — we interpret 
” 7T aHequate, bnt' not to mean that the Govern- 

ment must afl&rmatively show that the grand jury process 
is not being abused. 

As the Court indicated in Dionisio, it would be an 
abnse of the grand jury process for the Govermnent 
to eonduet a general fisliing expedition under grand jury 
sponsorship mth the mere explanation that the wit- 
nesses are potential defendants. 422 F.2d at 281. Conse- 
quently, in order to insure that there is a sufficiently 
explicit eonnection between the identification evidence 
sought and the purpose to be served, the Government 
must submit a somewhat more detailed affidavit than tlie 
one previously supplied to the district court. However, 
this does not mean that there must always be probable 
cause to believe sucb evidence will disclose an offense 
or that the witness committed it. 

In addition, we hold it to be an abuse of the grand 
jury process for the Government to impose on that body 

B Although the Supreme Court remarked that it “has insisted upon 
probable cause as a minimum requirement for a reasonable search 
permitted by the Constitution,” Chambers v. Maroney, 399 U.S. 42, 51, 
the reference was to an actual non-consensual intrusion into protected 
privacy and not to a request to furnish physical characteristics for 
identification purposes under pain of contempt. The reasonableness 
requirement means something less than probable cause if the intrusion 
is limited, See Terry v, OMo, 392 U.S. 1, 24-27. Moreover, the aegis of 
the grand jury was not involved in Chambcrs. 
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to perform mvestigativo \vork that can ke, and heretofore 
has been, snccessfully accomplished bv the regular in- 
vestigative agencies of Government. Therefore. the 
Government’s affidavit mnst a]so show why satisfactory 
handwriting and printing exemplars cannot he ohtained 
from other sources ivithout grand jurv eompulsion. 

In accordance with a. suggestion in the Government’s 
brief in the Dumisio case, supra, if the Goverament 
makes an adequate showing of reasonableness for the 
eompulsion of these exemplars, they should he furnished 
in the grand ;jurv room as part of its process if petitioner 
prefers that course in lieu of furnishing tliem to the FBI 
in the presence of his counsel (in aeeordance with the 
option extended him by the Government). See Jn r.e 
Dionisio, supra at 279, note I. 

IVithout an open and sufficiently stringent test of 
reasonableness to ^ipport the order compelling the fur- 
nishing of the exemplars, petitioner's incarceration was 
unjustified. Tffierefore, the eontempt judgment is reversed, 
and the cause is remanded for further proeeedings con- 
sistent herewith. Our mandate will issue forthwith.

REPLY BRIEP FOR WTTNESS-APPELLANT 


I. 

THE TAKING OF HANDVTRITING EXEMPLARS VIO- 
LATES A WITNESS’ PEIVILEGE AGAINST SELF INCRIMI- 
NATION UNDER THE FIFTH AMENDMENT WHERE WHAT 
IS SOUGHT IS TESTIMONIAL, COMMUNICATIVE AND SE- 
LECTIVELY GERMANE TO THE GOVERNMENT’S CASE. 

The cases cited by the Grovernment do not answer the 
witness’ claim under Argument III of his Brief. Those 







cases, includiiig Dionisio, do not answex the question of 
whether an exemplar, the content of which is claimed 
to he testimonial or commnnicative in natnre, violatcs 
the witness’ privilege of self inerimination nnder the 
Fifth Amendment. The Giovernment simply does not an- 
swer the Argument. What it does state in Argument X 
of its Brief sheds no light on the question at all. The 
privilege reaches compulsion of an accused’s communica- 
tions, whatever form they might take. 

The Court lield in Hill v. Philpott, No. 18487, 7th Cir. 
(1971) that a seizure under the Fourth Amendment in- 
volves the Fifth Amendment and the first step in con- 
sidering a motion to suppress is to determine whetfier 
the material seized wou!d violate the Fifth Amendment 
by directing the inquiry as to whether the evidence re- 
lates to some communicative act or right and if it did 
the search is barred under both the Fourth and Fifth 
Amendments. 


II. 

THE PROCUEEMENT OF HANDWRITING EXEMPLARS 
IN ABSENCE OF COUNSEL IS A VIOLATION OF A WIT- 
NESS’ SIXTH AMENDMENT RIGHT TO COUNSEL WHERE 
THE EXEMPLAR SOUGHT IS A TESTIMONIAL, COMMUNI- 
CATIVE AND REPRESENTATIVE EXEMPLAR. 

In Gilbert v. California, 388 U.S. 263 (1967), the Su- 
preme Court, at page 267, said, “The taking of exemplaxs 
was not a critieal stage of the criininal proceeding en- 
titling petitioner to the assistance of counsel.” That 
Court went on further to say at page 267, “If for some 
reason, an unrepresentative exemplar is taken . . (Em- 
phasis supplied.) The Court did not rule on wlietfier 
counsel is necessary where exemplars are sought which 


are representative . (Emphasis supplied.) If representa- 
tive exemplars had been taken in Gilbert, the Court might 
have decided the point differently. As stated, the wit- 
ness contends that exemplars wanted are sought solely 
for their content. The witness is entitled to counsel on 
this hasis and on the basis of XJnited States v. Wade, 388 
U.S. 218. 

The second part of the Government’s Argument under 
II is without merit. No option was extended to witness 
or co'unsel to be present when exemplars were to be ob- 
tained. Does the govemment mean that counsel for the 
witness may be present in the Grand Jury room? If so, 
this would satisfy the requirement of the Sixth Amend- 
ment with respect to assistance of counsel. If the gov- 
ernment means outside the jury room, then the questi.on 
arises to the propriety of such action. 


III-IV. 

THE GOVERNMENT IN ITS ARGUMENT IH AND IV 
DOES NOT ANSWER HOW THE PROCEDURE USED BY 
IT IS REASONABLE. 

The case of Oldahoma Press, cited by it had to do with 
the production solely of corporate records. Even that 
case held at page 208 that “the gist of the protection is 
in the requirement, expressed in terms that tlie dis- 
closure sought shall not be unreasonable.” 

The case of Blair had to do with G-rand Jury inquirv 
into validity of statutes where the claim was tliat stat- 
utes were unconstitutional. Tlie Govemment quoted the 
same language used here in its Brief before this Court 
in Dionisio . 


United States v. Morton Salt Co. was a Federal Trade 
Coimnission case compelling a corporation to file reports 
to soe if it had complied with a court decree. There is 
no attempt here to limit a Grand Jury proper function. 

The Governrnent simply says that the govemmcnt 
agents’ Affidavit should be subject to limited judieial 
scrutiny. It gives no reason for such a statement. If 
the agent himself had testified, obviously another ques- 
tion would have arisen. The government did not do this. 
It submitted an affidavit in camera and says it is suf- 
ficlent. It is in this oontext that witness makes his argu- 
ment. Seeldng this mode of operation the government 
says anything contained in affidavits is reasonable and 
a witncss has to obey or go to jail. The upholding of 
this argument is too drastic to contemplate. The Gov- 
ernmcnt hides behind a Grand Jury veil because it ean- 
not snbstantiate its position as to reasonableness. This 
witness seeks not Girand Jury testimony which is priv- 
ileged, hut only a test of reasonableness. Having sought 
to bring an affidavit into play the Government shonld 
be bound by the requirements of probable cause and 
reasonableness under the Fourth Amendment. 

What is really sought is a device to avoid rights of 
individuals. 

In Hill, this Court rejected the government’s conten- 
tion that the obtaining of a search warrant wouM avoid 
Fifth Amendment consideration. 

In Umted States v. Bailey, the Court held that the 
return of an indictment was not suffieient for probable 
cause. Here, the Govermnent seeks. by obtaining an Af - 
fidavit, to justify its position under the Fourth Amend- 
ment. It forgets the admonition of Ghambers v. Maroney, 






339 U.S. 42, 51 (1970), that the court “has insisted npon 
probable cause as a mininmm reqairement for a reason- 
able search permitted by the Constitution.” The purpose 
of the Bill of Rights is to make convictions harder to 
obtain, not easier. 


V. 

THE GOVEENMENT IN ITS AEGUMENT V DOES NOT 
ANSWER THE ARGUMENT AS PRESENTED IN APPEL- 
LANT’S ARGUMENT VI AND VH IN HIS BRIEF. 

The government states that an P.B.I. agent had pre- 
viously been designated by the Grand Jury as their 
agent. This is the fir£t time that the witness has heard 
of this claim. The (?rand Jury did not direct the vdtness 
to give exemplars to the agent; the United States Attor- 
ney directed the witness to give exemplars to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and upon refusal instructed the 
Grand Jury foreman to direct the vdtness to give ex- 
emplars. The Government decides what is to be done. 

The Government does not answer where it has the 
authority to accomplish this. .It just does not answer the 
question. The govemment seeks to obtain exemplars 
outside the presence of the Grand Jury. This is not a 
fact situation where the Grand Jury has subpoenaed evi- 
dence and then turned it over to an agent to assist it 
in making comparison. Here the witness is directed, by 
the Government to report to its agent, the Pederal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, and not to the Grand Jury. There 
is no authority to do so and the government qnotes none. 
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BRIEF FOR WITNESS-APPELLANT 


ISSUES PRESENTED FOR REVIEW. 

1. Whether the order below violates the mtness’ 
rights under the Fonrth Amendment as to privacy with- 
out probable cause. 


2. Whether the order is a violation of witness J Fourth 
Ainendment riglits as being an nnreasonable seiznre. 
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3. Wiiether -the order violates witness’ privilege of 
self incrimination nnder the Fifth Amendment. 

4. Whether the order violates witness’ right to dne 
process nnder the Fifth Amendment. 

5. Whether the order violates witness’ right to counsel 
nnder the Sixth Amendment. 

6. Whether the government had authority to direct 
the Grand Jury to order the witness to give exemplars 
to a Government Agency, i.e. Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 

7. Whether the Goverirment had authority to direct 
the witness to fi give exemplars to a government agency, 
i.e., Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

8. Whether order violates witness’ rights under the 
Fonrth and Fifth Amendments when based on Aihdavits 
inspected in camera and not shown to witness nor his 
counsel. 





STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


The witness Richard J. Mara, also known as Richard 
J. Marasovich, was snbpoenaed before the September, 
1971, Grrand Jury. He appeared before that body on Sep- 
tember 23, 1971, and was instructed by the tJnited States 
Attorney to obtain counsei. On Septeinber 28, 1971, he 
again appeared before tlie Girand Jury. He was asked 
to submit handwriting and printing exemplars to, one, 
“Buckley”, an agent of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion by the United States Attorney. Upon his refusal to 
do so, the United States Attornev asked the foreman of 
the Grand Jurv to instruct the witness to submit his 
exemplars to Buckley. The witness refused, eiting con- 
stitutional grounds. The Goverament filed a petition be- 
fore the Chief Judge seeking an order compelling the 
witness to furnish the exemplars. In its petition, the 
Government stated that the witness £< is a potential de- 
fendamt” in its investigation and that “such exemplars 
wiil be used solelv as a standard of comparison in order 
to determine whether the witness is the author of certain 
writings”. The petition further asserted that because 
of affidavits submitted to the court below for in camera 
inspection, the exemplars do not constitute an unreason- 
able seizure under tlie Fourth Amendment. 

The vdtness refused to furnish the exemplars and he 
was held in contempt of Court, tlie Court below disagree- 
ing wxth the opinion of United States v. Bailey, 327 F. 
Supp. 802 (1971), and rejecting In Re Dionisio, 442 F. 
2nd 276. 

No warrants are involved herein. Bond was gran-ted 
pending appeal on emergency motion by this court after 
being denied by the lower court and this appeal is be- 
fore this Conrt pursuant to Title 28 United States Code, 
Section 1826. 

All docmnents in tliis cause are presently before this 
Court. 




AHGUMENT. 


IutroductioiL 

As stated in the Statement of Facts, this witness was 
subpoenaed to appear before a G-rand Jury. That sub- 
poena initiated the first link in a chain where it has 
reached this conrt. No warrants, arrest or search are 
involved here. Neither is an indictment involved. What 
is involved solely, is a witness snbpoenaed before a 
grand jury, told he is a potential defendant, directed by 
a United Statesc,Attorney to give hand writing exemplars 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation and incarcerated 
for contempt of Court based in part, on affidavits, sub- 
mitted in camera to the Iower Court. 

These affidavits according to the government are suffi- 
cient to overcome unreasonable seizures under the Fourth 
Amendment. The Affidavits were impounded by the lower 
court’s order and have never been seen by the witness 
nor his counsel. 

The issuanee of the subpoena is a ministerial act issu- 
ing only because a United States Attorney thinks its issu- 
anee miglit be useful to his case. 

I. 

THE ORDER VIOLATES WITNESS' FOURTH A3VTEND- 
MENT RIGHTS AS TO PRIVACY WITHOUT PROBABLE 
CAUSE. 

This very eourt on March 25, 1971 rendered an opinion 
that involves many of the issues raised herein. ( In Re 
Dionisio, 442 F. 2d 276, 1971, 7th Cir.) 



Distinctions must be made between that case and the 
instamt case. Dionisio involved voice exemplars while 
the instant case involves handwriting and printing exem- 
plars. Dionisio did not raise the question of the powers 
of a Girand Jury and the United States Attorney in the 
Grand Jury room while this case does; Dionisio did not 
involve Affidavits submitted in camera as to unreasonable 
seizures under the Fourth Amendment while this case 
does. 

This eonrt in Dionisio, f*ollowing cases decided prior 
thereto held that the Fourtli Amendment is applicahle to 
the Grand Jury process. 

In Davis v. Mississippi, 394 TJ.S. 721 (1969), the Court 
used the following language: 

“. . . to argue that the Fourth Amendment does not 
apply to the investigatory stage is fundamentally 
to misconceive the purposes of the Fourth Amend- 
ment. Investigatory seizures would subjeet unlimited 
numhers of innocent persons to the harassment and 
ignominy ineident to involuntary detention. Nothing 
is more clear than that the Fourth Amendment was 
meant to prevent wholesale intrnsions upon the per- 
son security of our citizenry, whether these initru- 
sions be termed ‘arrest’ or ‘investigatory detentions.’ 
{Fn. 6). We made this explicit onJy last Term in 
Terry v. Ohio, 392 U.S. 1, 19, 20 L. Ed. 2d 889, 904, 
88 S. Ct. 1868 (1968), when we rejected ‘the notions 
that the Fourth Amendment does not come into play 
at all as a limitation upon police conduct if the of- 
ficers stop short of something called a “technical 
arrest’ or a ‘full-blown search.’ ” 

The Court in Dionisio adopted part of that lan- 
guage and stated in its opinion that “the Fourth Amend- 
ment bans wholesale intrusions” upon personal security 




whether snch mtnisions stem from illegal arrests or 
from Grand Jury suhpoenas ostensibly issued only be- 
eause of the government’s bald statement that the wif- 
nesses are potential defendants. 

The Fourth Amendment secures to people their privacy 
and that right shall not he violated “but upon probable 
cause.” That tiiere was no probable cause in this cause 
is demonstrated by the obvious fact that no warrant of 
any kind was ever issued here for the arrest or search 
and seizure of the witness. 

The rational of Davis and Dionisio apply hcre. Wbat 
is attempted here is the issuance of a Grand Jury sub- 
poena by a progecutor to subvert the Fourth Amendment 
where a showing of probable cause is the very minimum 
for justifying the invasion of one’s privacy. 

. In addition, Rule 41 of the Criminal Rules of Crimiual 
Procedure is labeled Search and Seizure. That rule states 
that a warrant shall issue solely on sworn affidavit be- 
fore a judge and establishing the grounds that there is 
probabie cause and narne the person or place to be 
searched. 

Jt is evident that no probable cause exists in the 
instant case for the taldng of handwriting or printing 
exemplars from the witness. 

As this court again, stated in Dionisio at page 280: 

“lt is evident the Grand Jury is seeking to obtain 
the voice exemplars of the witnesses by the use of 
its subpoena powers beeause probable cause did not 
exist for their arres/t or for some oiiier less unusual 
method of compeliing the produetion of the exem- 
plars.” 

That language is especially appropriate here. 
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n. 

THE ORDER VIOLATES WITNESS’ FOURTH AMEND- 
MENT RIGHTS AS TO UNREASONABLE SEIZURES. 

The Grovermneirt is candid in its petition for an order 
to state that the exemplars will be used solely as a stand- 
ard of comparison to determine whether the witness is 
the author of certain writings. Obvionsly, it does not 
know who anthored the writings. It thns in effect is 
using a “dragnet” or iishing expedition. This, it is sub- 
mitted, is an unreasonable search and seizure which is 
prohibited by the Fourth Amendmenjt. This afetempted 
procedure is no different than the wholesale round-up of 
persons to furnish voice exemplars as in Dionisio. That 
the government sees no difference between handwñting 
o'r voice exemplars is shown by its relymg on Dionisio 
in its petition below in tlie lower court. 

In XJnited States v. Bailey, 372 F. Supp. 802, E.D. N.D. 
of Illinois, Judge Will had an opportunity to interpret 
Dionisio. In that case the government sought handwriting 
exemplars of persons indicted for conspiracy, but not 
for the substantive aet therein involved. Judge Will saw 
no distinction between voice exemplars and handwriting 
exemplars and eoncluded that handwriting exemplars are 
subject to the Fourth Amendment’s prohibition against 
unreasonable searehes and seizures. It is submitted that 
since books and records come within the pnrview of the 
Fourth Amendment, it is reasonable to assume that 
books and records mav contain a person’s writings. 

Judge Will held that it was obñous the government 
was incapable of connecting certain evidence with par- 
ticular individuals and was seeking to remedy its diffi- 
culty by a fishing expedition. 



What is unreasonable here is that the govermnent seeks 
to elevate to faets, its suspicion. of who authored writ- 
ings by the issuance of a Grand Jury subpoena. Suspi- 
cion is its sole criterion. The Government in its answer 
to witness’ emergeney motion before this court admits 
that the Ailfidavit contains matter based upon suspicion 
concernmg the witness' actions. This is the very thing 
that the Fourth Amendment prohibits as to unreasonable 
searehes and seizures. 

The govemment relies on Affidavits submitted in 
camera to the Court below to justify its taking exem- 
plars. It says because of Affidavits, the taking of exem- 
plars is reaso'n'able and such tactic does not violate the 
Fourth Amendment. A general subpoena for the produc- 
tion of books and records may constitute an unreasonable 
search and seizure and is equally indefensible as a search 
warrant would be if couched in similar terms. 

It must again be noted that this witness has not been 
indicted, but is solely a wi:tness responding to a Grand 
Jury subpoena. If the government means that tlie Affida- 
vits are sufficient for probable cause, then a warrant 
should issue or the Crand Jury would have indicted if 
it was sure tliat the information in the Affidavits was 
sufficient to indict. Neither occurred so that probable 
cause was not shown and as such the Affidavits are not 
suffieient under the Fourth Amendment. But the Govern- 
ment states that probable cause is not pertinent here 
and attempts to hide behind the veil of a Grand Jury 
Subpoena. Nowhere has the Government indicated why 
the seizure it attempts to make is reasonable. It states 
it relies on affidavits yet states that probable cause is not 
the issue. It separates- probable cause from unreason- 
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ablenesS’ and then relies on affidavits which wonld in 
ordinary circumstances be part of probable cause. It 
says there is no probable cause therefore the affidavits 
make the search and seizure reasonable. In the context 
as presemted the Grand Jury may not use its subpoena 
powers <to effect a seizure which is otherwise violative 
of the Fourth Amendment (In Re Dionisio). Since the 
Government has admitted its suspicions of the witness 
and does not know who authored the writings, it ought 
not be able to compel prodnction of evidence without 
showing more than it has. 

Furthermore, if the Government states that the Af- 
fidavits contain probable canse, this would violate the 
witness ? due process ^right under the Fifth Amend- 
ment. These Affidavits have never been seen by the 
witness nor his counsel. No opportunity has been af- 
forded him the right to contest the validity and le- 
gality of the affidavit. U. S. v. Suarz, 380 F 2d 713, 2 
Cir.; U. S. v. Gillette, 2 Cir., 383 F. 2nd 843 and U. S. 
v. Roth, 7 Cir. 391 F. 2nd 507, all stand for the rule that 
a defendant may inquire behind a search warrant and 
the affidavit supporting it. Roth is an opinion emanating 
from this circuit. 

In Rugendorf v. United States, 376 U.S. 528, (1964). 
the Court said at page 531: 

“Petitioner attacks the validity of the search war- 
rant. This court has never passed direetly on the 
eXtent to which a eourt may perinit such examina- 
tion when the search warrant is valid on its face 
and when allegations of the nnderlying affidavit 
establish ‘probable cause; , however, assuming, for 
the purpose of this decision, that such attack may 
he made. . . 

Tlie court considered the Affidavit. 
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Subsequent to Rugendorf, the Court in Aguilar v. 
Texas, 378 U.S. 108 (1964) and Spinelli v. V. S., 393 
U.S. 410 (1968) looked at affidavits and held that prob- 
able cause was not shown. Even those cases that hold 
that defendant could not inquire behind a search war- 
rant and the affidavit supporting it, the defendant was 
allowed to look at it Rule 41 of the Federal Rules of 
Crrminal Procedure detail the requisites for the issuing 
of a seareh warrant. Rule 41 (c) states that an aggrieved 
person may move against the warrant, if among other 
things “(4) there was not probable cause for believing 
the existence of the grounds on which the warrant was 
issued, or. . . , 

Here this witness operates in a vacuum. The Govern- 
ment. hy submitting affidavits in camera says the giving 
of exemplars is reasonable by that very faet. Yet, fhe 
witness cannot attack the validity of the Affidavits as 
they are impounded. This violates the very concept of 
due process; i.e. that is to incarcerate a man based on 
something he cannot see or question. It also violates his 
right under the Fonrth Amendment and the cases and 
rules above cited. Thus, the Government says the Affida- 
vits make the giving of exemplars reasonable and yet 
seem to make an argument for prohable cause based on 
affidavits the witness has a right to attack. The Govern- 
ment wants it both ways. If there is no probable cause 
then the search and seizure mu&t be reasonable because 
it is based on affidavits which tlie witness has never 
seen. The witness is damned if he does and damned if 
he doesn’t. This is so patent a device to seek information 
from a witness in violation of his Fourth and Fifth 
Amendment rights that it should not be countenanced 
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by this Coiiri, It is the d uty of courts to be watchful 
of the constitutional rights of the citizen and against 
devious and steafthy encroachmenft on those rights. 


III. 


THE OEDEE VIOLATES THE WITNESS’ EIGHTS UNDER 
THE FIFTH AMENDMENT AS TO SELF INCRIKHNATION. 

Schmerber v. Califomia, 384 U.S. 757 (l&Gh), V. S. v. 
Wade, 388 U.S. 218 (1967) and Gilbert v. California, 388 
U.S. 263 (1967) are landmark decisions. 

Schmerbcr v. California, supra, involved the compul- 
sory withdrawal of a sample of blood from a suspected 
intoxicated driver. The^ Court upheld this proeedure as 
not being violative of the self mcrimination privilege on 
the ground that the evidence was non-communicative. But 
that eourt made a distinction hetween “testrmonial” or 
‘•'communicative” and non-eommunicative testimony: In 
footnote 5, the Court in part said at page 761: 

“But the Fifth Amendment relates only to acts on 
the part of the person to whom the privilege ap- 
plies, and we use these words subject to the' same 
limitations, A nod or head-shake is as much a ‘testi- 
moniah or ‘communicative’ act in this sense as are 
spoken words. But the terms as we use them do not 
apply to evidenee of acts nonconmmnicative in nature 
as to the person asserting the privilege, even though, 
as here, such acts are compelled to obtain the testi- 
mouy of others.” 

At page 764 this language was used: 

“On the other hand, both federal and state courts 
have usually held that it offers no proteetion against 
compulsion to submit to fingerprmting, photograph- 
ing, or measurements, to write or speak for identi - 
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ficMion, to' appear in conrt, to stand, to assume a 
stan.ce, to walk. or to make a particular gesture. The 
distinetion which has emerged, often efxpressed in 
different ways, is that the privilege is a bar against 
compelling ‘conununications 5 or ‘testimony,’ bnt that 
compulsion which makes a suspect or accused the 
source of ‘real or physical 1 cvidcncc’ does not vio- 
late it.” (emphasis supplied.) 

At page 765 -the Court further stated: 

“Since the blood test evidence, althongh an incrim- 
inating produet of cornpulsion, was neither petition- 
er’s testimony nor evidence relating to some com- 
municative act or writing by the petitioner, it was 
not inadmissible on privilege grounds.” (Emphasis 
supplied.) 

In U. 8. v. Wade, 388 U.S. 218 (1967), at page 221 the 

Court held as follows: 

“Neither the lineup itself nor anything shown by this 
record that Wade was required to do in the lineup 
violated his privilege against self-incrimination. We 
have only recently reaffirmed that the privilege ‘pro- 
tects an accused only from heing eompelled to testify 
against himself, or otherwise provide the State with 
evidence of a testimonial or communicative nature. 


In Giibcrt v. California, 388 U.S. 263 (1967), hand- 
writing exemplars were given hy the defendant to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. The defendant did not 
contend that the content of the exemplars were of a 
testimonial or communicative nature as the witness does 
in the instant case. The Supreme Court said at page 266: 
“One’s voiee and handwriting r are, of eourse, means 
of communication. It by no means follows, however, 
that every compulsion of an accused to use his voiee 


! 
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or write compels a cormiranieation within the cover 
of the privilege. A mere handwriting exemplar, in 
contrast to the conient of what is written, like the 
voice or body itself, is an identifying physical ehar- 
aeteristic outside its protection.” (Emphasis added.) 

The conrt referred to an unrepresentative exemplar being 
taken and this is sufficient for defendant to have mean- 
ingful confronitation of the State’s case at trial. 

This vdtness contends tliat the content of the exemplar 
is at issue and is thus testimonial and communicative 
and falls vdthin the privilege of self incrimination. The 
govemment has not demonstrated what it seteks. If it 
seeks the signature of the witness on some document 
relative to its investigatioii, i.e. to see if witness’ signa- 
ture violated some law, tLen the privilege should apply, 
under the exceptions heretofore quoted. A signature in 
violation of the law is not the same as an unrepresenta- 
tive exemplar. What is sought here may be something 
selectively germane to the government’s case, the content 
and not the exemplar. 

In V. 8 . v. Green, 282 F. Supp. 373 (1968), the govern- 
ment sought handwriting exemplars. The Court held that 
what was sought was an infringement upon the privilege 
of self incrhnination for the following reasons at pages 
374 and 375: 

“For the sake of analysis, assume ,the hypothetical 
of a man charged with forging his name to a gaso- 
line sales receipt. If he were asked outright whether 
he had forged the name appearing on the receipt, 
there is no qudstion that he could refuse to answer 
because of the constitutional privilege against self 
mcrimination, If rather than request a verbal re- 
sponse, the' examiner told him to wiite his reply, the 
privilege would still prevail.” 
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“What is here sought is an exemplar displaying se- 
lected phrases allegedly ge'rmane to this ease.” 

In U. S. v. Irtvin, 322 F; Supp. 701 (1971), the Court 
allowed the taking of handwriting exemplars, but agreed 
with Green that if selected phrases allegedly germane to 
the case were sought, this was not seeldng exemplars and 
therefore the deeision would have been ditferent. 

Hopefully this Court mll consider the exception and 
apply the privilege to tlie facts at hand. 

IV. 

THE OEDER VIOLATES WITNESS' EIGHT TO DXTE PEOC- 
ESS UNDER THE PIFTH AMEN-DMENT.

V. 

THE OEDER VIOLATES WITNESS’ RIGHT TO COUNSEL 
UNDER THE SIXTH AMENDMENT. 

The witness recognizes the pronouncement of the 
United States Supreme Court in ln Re Grohan’s Petition, 
352 I7.S. 330 (1957) that a witness before a grand jury 
cannot insist as a matter of constitutional right, on being 
represented by his counsel. Since that opinion, the same 
court has rendered its opinions in Escobedo v. Tllinois, 
378 U.S. 478 (1964), and Miranda v. Arizona, 384 U.S. 
436 (1966). They outline the rights of a defendanf to the 
assistanee of counsel. The privilege of self incrimination 
applies in a grand jury room and if this is true, it is 
equally true that an untrained layman may not be 
equipped as to when be may assert his privileges under 
the constitution. There should be no question that any 
te&timony given before the grand jury may be used to 
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impeach a defendant should he become one. Admissions 
may be nsed against a defendant even if he does not 
take the stand, OJearly a witness in a Grand Jury room 
does not have the freedom to eome and go as he pleases. 
He must either testify or be held in comtempt. Respect- 
fnlly snbmitted, a witness is in enstody. The testimony 
itself before a Grand Jury is such that it seeks to elicit 
incrirninating statements. The most inteUectual of men 
would have difficulty in determining what is or what is 
not incriminating or what righits he has to exercise. 
Since this is so the only way to afford him protectiou 
is to afford him the guiding hand of counsel. This would 
compel a proseeutor from becoming overzealous in his 
endeavor to get information. 

The New York Court of Appeals, in People v. Ianniello , 
21 N.Y. 2nd 418 (1968) has rnled that a witness before 
a grand jury should be allowed to leave the Grand Jury. 
room to consult with his lawyer when confronted with 
choices in the course of questioning. 

In Commomvealth v. McCloshey, 443 Pa. 117 (1971), 
the Pennsylvania Supreme Court held that a witness 
before the grand jury had a limited right to a lawyer. 

The Court stated that the witness should he informed 
by the Court supervising the Grand Jury that should he 
become confused or doubtful as to his answers, the wit- 
ness could come hefore the eourt with counsel and obtain 
a ruling. The dissent in that case observed that assist- 
ance of counsel is required at every critieal stage. Pnrther 
the dissent could not see 1 how a lay witness before a 
Grand Jury could possibly discern without the assist- 
ance of counsel, whether or not a particular question 
would subject him to the danger of inerimination. 
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Additionally, the appearance before a Grrand Jury 
subjects a witness to a one man show up in violation of 
V, 8, v. Wade, S88 U.S. 218 (1967). Wade calls for assist- 
ance of counsel in line-ups and presenting a witness 
before a grand jury witliout counsel mav tamper with 
the witness’ right of counsel in a line-up. 

VI. 

THE GOVEENMENT BOES NOT HAVE AUTHORITY TO 
DIRECT THE GRAND JURY TO ORDER THE WITNESS TO 
GIVE EXEMPLARS TO A GOVERNMENT AGENCY, I.E. 
FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION. 

Tlie Government does not have authority to direct wit- 
nesses to give exemplafs to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation; nor does it have authority to instruct the 
Grand Jury to direet the witness to give exemplars to 
the Federai Bureau of Investigation. 

' it would unduiy burden this court nor will time per- 
mit a history of the (Irand Jury to be outlined here. 
Suiiice it to say that the (irand Jury as evolved in our 
history is unupie. The Grañd Jury was adopted under 
the Fiith Amendment hut that Amendment does not de- 
fine it. It stands between the accuser and the accused. 
A (irancl Jury possesses an independence which is unkjue. 
‘Tts authority is derived from none of the three basic 
divisions of our government but rather from the people 
themselvesA {ln re April 1956 Term Grand Jury 239 F. 
2ud 263 (7 Cir. 1956)). 

The United States Attomey directing a witness to 
give exemplars to the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is not within the fnnetion of a Orand Jnry proeeeding. 
He is without authority to do so. Instructing the foreman 
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of the Grand Jury to direct the witness to give exem- 
plars to the Federal Bureau of Investigation is also 
without the authority of the Grand Jury. The govern- 
ment takes upon itself the role of the Grand Jury sub- 
verting its function. The exemplars were directed given, 
not to the Grand Jury but to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. The government is directing what is going 
on in the Grand Jury room. This is not the independence 
called for by the Grand Jury acting independently stand- 
ing hetween accused and accuser. To allow the Gov- 
ernment to decide what must be decided without the in- 
dependent judgment of the Grand Jury is to erode not 
only the concept of the Grand Jury system but to vn'eak 
havoc on onr system of; law as we know it today. 

VII. 

THE GOVERNMENT DOES NOT HAVE THE AUTHORITY 
TO DIRECT A WITNESS TO GIVE EXEMPLARS TO A GOV- 
ERNMENT AGENCY, I.E. FEDERAL EUREAU OF INVESTI- 
GATION.

THE ORDER VIOLATES WITNESS’ RIGHTS UNDER THE

For the foregoing reasons it is respectfully reque&ted 
that the contempt citation be vacated, the order com- 
pelling the witness to give haud witing and printing 
exemplars be vacated and the vdtness discharged, or, in 
the alternative, that the District Court be instructed to 
provide safeguards to the vitness as will satisfy the 
requirements of due process in the Constitution of the 
TJnited States.

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SIATEMEM 1 OF FACTS 


On September 28, 1971, the vitness-appellant, Richard J. Mara, also known 
as Richard J. Marasovich, appeared before the September 1971 Grand Jnry pursuant 
to subpoena for the second time in a one week period. He was directed by the 
foreman of the Grand Jury to submit handwriting and printing exemplars to 
William Buchanan, a special agent of the Federal Btireau of Investigation, who 
had previously been designated by the Grand Jury as their agent for the specific 
purpose of obtaining these exemplars. Mara refused to furnish the exemplars 
and vas thereafter directed by Chief Judge Robson of the District Court to pro- 
vide exemplars after Judge Robson reviewed in camera an affidavit sigried by 
Agent Buchanan and determined that the Grand Jury reguest was reasonable. 

The facts stated in the affidavit had been made known earlier to the 
Grand Jury, prior to Mara*s appearance before them. As stated in the Gov- 
emment^s petition before the District Court, the September 1971 Grand Jury 
had been investigating possible violations of Title 18, United States Code, 
Sections 371 and 659, and Richard Mara was a potential defendant in that in- 
vestigation. 

When the vitness-appellant admitted that he had refused and vould continue 
to refuse to furnish exemplars of his handwriting and printing, he was ad- ‘ 
^udged to be in direct and continuing contempt of the District Court and was 
ordered committed to the custody of the United States Marshal until such time 
as he should obey the order. 

At no time did the District Court reject this Court's opinion in In Re 
Dionisio, 442 F.2d 276 (7th Cir. 1971), as alleged by the appellant. Rather, 
the Government submits it was applied adroitly to the facts at hand.

THE TAKING OF HANDKRITING EXEMPLARS DOES NOT VIOLATE

This claim has heen throughly aired and decided adversely to appellant 
hy the Sirpreme Court. Handvnriting exetnplars are not testimonial in nature, 
hut rather are identifying personal characteristics. United States v. Wade , 

388 U.S. 218, 222-23 (1967); Gilbert v. California , 388 U.S. 263, 266-67 (1967); 
cf.» Schmerher v . C alifomia , 38U U.S. 757 (1966). This court also rejected 
,the argument very recently in In Re Dionisio , 4^2 F.2d 276, 278 (7th Cir. 1971).

In Gilhert v. Californla , 388 U.S. 263 (1967) at 267, the Court 
held 11 Qt]lie taliing of exemplars was not a critical stage.of the criminal pro* 
ceedings entitling petitioner to the assistance of counsel," The witness has 
j anrple opportunity to protect against the use of unrepresentative exemplars. 

j Moreover, the Government extends to the appellant the option of having 

; his attorney present at the time the exemplars of his handuriting are ohtained. 

See , In Re Dionisio 3 442 F.2d 276, 278-79 (7th Cir. 1971).

SEIZURES BY A GRAI® JURY AKE .GOVESNED BY A BROAD .SMDAKD. OF 
REASOMABLEMESS, WHICH STAEDARD IS SSPARATE AHD DISTIHCT FRCM 
THE PROBABLE CAUSE HEÇUIRED FOR ISSUMCE OE A SEARCH WARRAMT. 


Appellant argues that because the District Court did not make a finding 

of probahle cause such as vould support the issuance of a search vrarrant, its 

order violated ihe Td-tness 1 Fourth Amendment rights. (App. Br. 6, 8-9)* 

Hovrever, no such finding is required. Fourth Amendment protections in-the 

setting of a grand jury request for handvriting and printing exemplars are pre- 

served hy a broader standard than that applicable to search warrants/ 

"It is the proper application of the standard of reasonable- 
ness to seizures in the grand jury context with which we must 
. be concerned" 

In Re D ionisio , kk2 F.2d 276, 280 (7th Cir. 1971)* 

Concerning*the Fourth Amendment 1 s protection against abuses in the use' of 

subpoenas duces tecum by an administrative agency, a somewhat analogous situation, 

the United States Supreme Court has stated: 

H The requirement of 'probable cause, supported by oath or 
affirmation,' literally applicable in the case of a warrant, 
is satisfied in that of an order for production by the court's 
determination that the investigation is authorized by Congress, 
is for a purpose Congress can order, and the documents sought 
are relevant to the inquiry, Beyond this the requirement of 
reasonableness, including particularity in 'describing the 
place to be searched, and the persons or thingp to be seized, 1 
also literally applicable to warrants, comes down to spec- 
ification of the documents to be produced adequate, but not 
excessive, for the purposes of the relevant inquiry." 

Oklahoma Press Publishing Co . v, Walling t 327 U.S. 186, 209 (19^6)* 


Such a rule would also be the logical concomitant of the judicially 
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interpreted scope of grand Jury inquiry. 


ff [The grand jury] is a g-rand inquest ? a hody uith povrers 
of investigation and inquisition the scope of vrtiose in- 
quiries is not to be limited narrov;ly by auestionc of 
propriety or forecasts of the probable results of the in- 
vestigation, or by doubts vrhether any particu3.ar individual 
vdll be found properly subject to an accusation of crime. 

As has been said before, the identity of the offender, and 
the precise nature of the offense, if there be one, normally 
are developed at the conclusion of the grand jury's labors, 
not at the beginning." 

Blair v. United States, 250 U.S. 273, 232 (1918). 

An even broader statement of the grand jury’s investigative power vras 
made in United States v. Morton Salt Co« , 338 U.S. 632 (1950). 


,f It is raore analogous to the grand jury vhich . . . can in- 
vestigata merely on suspicion that the lav is being violated, 
or even just because it vants assurance that it is not." 

United States v. Morton Salt Co. , 338 U.S. 632, 642-43 (1950). 

If the grand jury’s investigatory powers are as broad as stated by the 
' Supreme Court, it follous then that judicial scrutiny of grand jury seizures, 
in recognition of that independence, should be directed solely to the guestion 
of vhether the grand jury exercise of pover is so broad as to be unreasonable 
or oppressive. And it is no sophistic observation that there is a vast dif- 
ference betveen an affirmative finding of probable cause for a seizure on one 
hand and a negative finding of unreasonableness or oppressiveness in another. 
Only in the latter case should the grand jury's povrer be curbed. Probable 
cause is simply not the pertinent inquiry. 

Moreover, as the late District Judge Barnes recognized, the inquiry vith 
respect to tlie lairf’ulness of grand jury seizures has nothing to do with the 
guilt or innocence of anyone, and therefore, a v;itness’ affidavit and the gov- 
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ernment 1 s counter affidavits tending to shov innocence or guilt are irrel- 
evant to a.n inquiry conceming the legitimte power of a grand jury. Fetition 
of Borden Co., 75 F.Supp. 857, 859 (N.D. Xll. 19^). Conversely, affidavits 
of Government agents on helialf of the grand jury tending to shovr the suspicions 
of the Government should he subject to minimal judicial scrutiny. For it is 
the grand jury, acting vithin the scope of its traditional function , which 
determines prohable cause for a criminal indictment and which makes investigations 
in connection theremth. To limit the grand jury's evidence gathering function 
hy other than an "unreasonahle or oppressive" standard necessarily involves the 
courts in an area specificaHy reserved hy our forefathers to the grand jury when 
they adopted the Fifth Amendment. 

Little more is needed than the hare assertion that the grand jury is making 
an investigation into possihle criminal violations concerning vAtich it is helieved 
the vitness has either knovledge, information or other evidence. 
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a tfiaansss is not Em’iim to an adversary hearing on the soFFiciENcr 

OF AN AFFIDAVIT SETTING FOHTH THE REASONS FOR A GRAND JTJHY SEIZUHS

Appellant has no right whatsoever to reviev the affidavit subMtted in su 
support of the petition for an order directing liim to furnish exeraplars of 
his handvnriting and printing. The information vrhich he seeks is confidential. 
What is contained in the affidavit suhmitted to the District Court for in 
camera inspection is the factual basis df the Government's suspicions concerning 
the vdtness’ actions as well as the raanner and direction of the grand jury in- 
vestigation. Because the affidavit discloses mtters occurring before the 
grand jury it ought to be accorded the veil of grand jury secrecy. 

"In this country, as in England of old, the grand jury acts 
in secret.- . . From earliest tiraes it has been the policy 
of the lav to shield the proceedings of grand juries from 
public scrutiny.” 

In He April 1956 Term Grand Jury , 239 F.2d 263, 271 

: (7th Cir. 1956). 

Consequently, the proceeding by which the grand jury action is exaraiñedd 
should be ex parte rather than-adversary in nature. The District Court need 
only satisfy itself that there is nothing unreasonable or oppressive about the 
request for exemplars, and this end can be achieved quite completely and 
correctly vithout resort to an adversary proceeding. 

The District Court for the Southern District of New York- had a situation 
vhsre an affidavit of a Department of Justice attorney vras submitted to counter- 
act a grand jury vd.tness' claim of abtise of process. In Re Grand Jury In- 
vestigation (General Motors Corp.) 32 F.R.D. 175 (S.D. N.Y. 1963). General 
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Motors 3 whose officials had been subpoenaed before the grand jury, contended 
that fundamental fairness requi.red that it he allowed to see and possibly refute 
the contents of the affidavit. Xn addition to pointing out that such information 
was privileged and confidential because it disclosed internal communications of 
the Department of Justice and the worh product of prosecuting attorneys, the 
Court stated the following: 


"And heyond this, the information set forth in the affidavit 
discloses matters *occurring before the grand jury' vdthin 
the meaning of Rule 6(e), Fed.R.Crhn.P. and is therehy accorded 
the protective veil of grand jury secrecy, Rule 6 (e) espresses 
the attitude of the federal courts in providing the grand jury 
mth the utmost freedom in its deliberations and investigations 
pursuant to *a long-established policy’ 'of secrecy"* *' *“older 
than our Nation itself. * * * To make public any part of its 
proceedings would inevitably detract from its efficacy. Grand 
jurors would not act with that independence reguired of an 
accusatory and inciiisitorial body. Moreover, not only would 
the participation of the jurors be curtailed, but testimony 
would be parsimonious if each vitness knew that his testimony 
would soon he in tlie hands of the accused 1 .’'

A justification for such action is that the grand jurors themselv: 
not ordinarily have the expertise required to analyse certain evidence. 


District Judge Will recently stated: 

u To req.uire the grand jury itself to analyze, ,vithout the 
aid of expert analysis, the handvriting exemplars that have 
been seized consistent vith the Fourth Amendment vould render 
meaningless the even limited pover to order exemplars. The 
F.B.I. and their agents vere best qualified, upon completion 
of their analysis of the extracted exemplars, to assist the 
grand jurors in determining vhether certain items vere for- 
geries and who there vas probable cause to believe executed 
them. Such analysis is incapable of being performed by lay 
menibers of a grand jury. 1 '
